Julian Javier with two out in the eighth inn- 
ing, and walked only one man as he produced 
what can be called the second best world 
series game ever pitched, surpassed only by 
the perfect game Don Larsen hurled for the 
New York Yankees in 1956. 


Yastrzemski hit two home runs, the first 


breaking scoreless tie in the fourth inning, the 


other supplying the last three Boston runs ; 
in the seventh. After Wednesday's 2-1 loss ; 
to the Cardinals, in which he had gone hit- 
less, Yastrzemski took the unheard of step 
of taking post-game batting practice with a 
few teammates. Evidently it helped. 


For Boston partisans among the 35,188 


spectators at Fenway Park, the nature of 
the victory was soul-satisfying and symbol- 
ically perfect. 
During the season, Lonborg 


had won 22 games and had led the American 
League in strikeouts; he was the only Boston 
pitcher acknowledged to be "top drawer" 
throughout baseball, the indispensible arm.

Sought China War

NEW YORK (AP) — The late Gen. Douglas MacArthur advo- 


cated waging a "preventive war" against Communist China 
in 1951, and, if necessary, an attack on the Soviet Union, Gen. 
Matthew B. Ridgway asserts in his book "The Korean war," 
published today. 


"What MacArthur sought was, plainly, a preventive war— 


the destruction of China's war-making potential, regardless of 
the danger that such an effort might bring in her overrunning 
Europe, Ridgway 
wrote: 
"His plan therefore entailed the 


very considerable risk of igniting World War m." 


if Moscow did intervene to help Red China, Ridgway con- 


tinues, ". . . it is not illogical to assume that MacArthur would 
have urged the further step of an attack on the USSR. This 
would have been merely the logical extension of his ultinate 
aim, the destruction of Communism throughout the world by 
the use of armed force." 


Ridgway, commanding the United Nations Eighth Army in 


Korea, engineered the victorious northward advance after 
the disasters at the end of 1950. Then, when President Truman 
fired MacArthur in April, 
1951, Ridgway became Supreme 


Commander, Far East. 


Ridgway says in his book that the Pentagon attached a provi- 


sion to the instructions given MacArthur to attack north of 
the 38th Parallel, the demarcation line between South and 
North Korea. 


"For his authority to conduct operations north of the border, 


radioed to him on Sept. 27, was contingent upon the provision 
that 'there has been no entry into North Korea by major 
Soviet or Communist Chinese forces, no announcement of intend- 
ed entry, nor a threat to counter our operations militarily 
in Korea,' " Ridgway says. 


By mid-October, war correspondents reported the capture 


of Chinese soldiers in uniform with regimental numbers. 
Peking called them "volunteers" and Ridgway suggests that 
MacArthur turned a blind eye to the fact of Chinese inter- 
vention: 
"How could any man, not obsessed with his own 


reputation, have persisted in misinterpreting detailed in - 
telligence reports and actual events in the battlefield--not 
merely the taking of large numbers of Chinese prisoners. . . 
but the brutal mauling of a U.S. Regimental Combat Team and 
the near annihilation of a ROK Republic of Korea Division?" 


While critical of MacArthur in a number of instances, Ridgway 


says, "He was truly one of the great captains of warfare." He 
calls MacArthur's brilliant maneuver in landing U.S. Marines 
at Inchon, well north of the North Korean lines, a "5,000-to-l 
gamble." 


"A more subtle result of the Inchon triumph was the devel- 


opment of an almost superstitious regard for Gen. MacArthur's 
infallibility," 
he adds. 
"Even his superiors, it seemed, 


began to doubt if they should question any of MacArthur's de- 
cisions. . . ."

HARRBBURG (AP) — Gov. 


Shafer signed Into law yesterday 
the first of three administration 
bills designed to encourage 
elderly Judges to step down from 
the bench. 


The bill permits a judge to 
retire on full pay for the balance 
of his unexplred term at age 70. 
In such Instance, however, the 
judge would hold himself in 
readiness for special duty, if 
called on. 


The bill also applies to any 


judge regardless of age who 
would become permanently dis- 
abled. He would go on regular 
retirement pay at the end of Ms 
unexpired term.

Plan Campaign on Proper 
Use of Auto Turn Signals 


The Pennsylvania Bureau of 


Traffic Safety will initiate a 
statewide campaign to educate 
motorists in the proper use of 
turn 
signals, Commissioner 


Harry H. Brainerd of the Bureau 
announced today. 


"The proper use of turn sig- 


nals by motor vehicle operators 
is probably one of the greatest 
deterrents to highway accidents 
that an operator can perform 
while driving a vehicle," the 
Commissioner said. "At the 
same time, enforcement of this 
law, because of the high fre- 
quency of use of turn signals 
and the growing number of ve- 
hicles on the highways becomes 
increasingly difficult." 


The Commissioner cited "ed- 


ucation" as the best means to 
encourage proper use of turn 
signals. The campaign will 
stress the need for each driver 
to signal his intentions before 


pulling from the curb, before 
changing lanes on "thruways" 
or turnpikes, and when making 
left and right turns. 


The 
turn signal campaign 


will be the first in a series 
of year-round educational ef- 
forts by the Bureau to help 
Pennsylvania 
motorists 
be 


safer drivers. 


"It is impossible to even es. 


tlmate the number of undetect- 
ed turn signal violations that 
are committed daily in Penn- 
sylvania because of the vast 
number of times every motorist 
should signal his intentions 
when driving. We do know that 
during the first year of the 
Point System (July 24, 1966 
to July 31, 1967) there were 
3,428 convictions of drivers 
who failed to use their turn 
signals properly. 


"Because this is a three point 


violation, it is highly probable 


that the turn signal law was 
violated at the same time a 
second offense was committed. 
Since only the offense with the 
greater number of points is 
charged against a driver in 
cases of multiple violations as 
set forth in the Point System 
legislation the turn signal viola- 
tion was not recorded." 


The turn signal campaign will 


tell motorists to: 


1. Put on turn signals before 


moving from curb, 


2. warn the driver behind 


and in front of you of your 
intentions; 


3. Use your turn signal when 


changing lanes; 


4. Use your turn signal 200 


feet before an intersection. 


"All media will be asked to 


cooperate In the continuing cam- 
paigns to help make Pennsyl- 
vania the Safe Driving State," 
Commissioner Brainerd said.

In the days before color film 


was perfected, only a photo- 
graphic memory could capture 
"the colors that are so rampant 
on the forested hillsides at this 
time of the year. But memor- 
ies become dim and perhaps 
that is why a kodachrome slide 
of the fall coloring, when thrown 
on the screen 
on a winter's 
night, 
seems 


so unbelieva- 
ble in its beau- 
ty.This weekend 
the fall color- 
ing should be 
at its 
peak. 


Given 
bright 


sunlight and a 
blue sky, the 
forested hills 
and valleys of 
the Kinzua country will put on a 
show that few places in the world 
can equal. 


With 12,000 acres of water in 


the Allegheny Reservoir to re- 
flect the painted shoreline, the 
pleasure of viewing the autumn 
foliage is doubled for those who 
take to the water. 


These are golden days that 


should be treasured, and every 
spare moment should be spent 
out of doors. 
All week the 


"flames" of autumn have been 
creeping 
slowly through the 


crowns of the forest trees. 
Every species responds a little 
differently to this autumn mad- 
ness. Even leaves of the same 
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species are unpredictable in the 
shades of yellow, red, and deep 
purple that they flaunt. 


Green, a color we have lived 


with all summer, is now old 
fashioned. The red maple, like 
some wanton maiden has cast 
off its dress of sober green and 
donned flaming scarlet. 
Her 


cousin, the sugar maple, is 
more restrained. 
Gowned in 


spun gold with trimmings of dull 
red laced with old-fashioned 
green, she patiently waits for 
the killer frosts. 


Each little leaf of the quak- 


ing aspen is like a coin of gold 
held aloft to catch the sun's 
bright rays. The slightest puff 
of a wayward breeze sets them 
trembling on their slender peti- 
oles. 


Our black and yellow birches, 


so unlike their prim New Eng- 
land relative the paper birch, 
play a minor role in making up 
the rich tapestry of autumn. But 
the most disappointing of all is 
the cucumber tree. 
Its big 


broad leaves turn a dirty brown, 
and as if ashamed to remain on 
display 
soon flutter 
to the 


ground. 


Wild black cherry is one of the 


very first trees to leaf out in 
the spring, and one of the last 
to sned its leaves in the fall. 
But a forest made up primarily 
of black cherry shows little fall 
coloration. 
Like the birches, 


the leaves turn a pallid yellow. 


The beech and the oaks have 
not yet responded to this au- 
tumn madness. These old con- 
servatives are play ing a game of 
watch and wait. Like the hem- 
lock and white pine, they still 
form a solid backdrop of green. 
But 
when the foliage nn the 


other hardwood trees has be- 
gun to fade, the oaks will flaunt 
reddish 
purple 
and bronze 


leaves while the beech leaves 
will turn to copper. 


Only hemlock and pine will re- 


main immune to this autumn 
madness. Green is the color of 
their needles the year round and 
their pointed crowns form a 
-handsome background for the 
vivid hues of the foliage on the 
hardwood trees.

V/ASHINGTON — Last summer the American 


people were astounded to learn of starvation 
conditions 
among 
American 
Negroes in 


Mississippi. Southern doctors who had visited 
Mississippi testified before Sen. Joe Clark, 
D-Pa,, regarding serious malnutrition. Charges 
were made that Mississippians were trying to 
starve Negroes out of the state so they would 
migrate North. 


Sen. John Stennis of Missis- 


sippi immediately replied with a 
bill providing $2 5 million to feed 
hungry people in any part of the 
nation, regardless of the food 
stamp plan; also to supply medi. 
cal servicejand, finally, to make 
a nationwide survey of malnu- 
trition. 


The Senate backed up the Mis. 


sissippi Senator by passing his 
bill in the almost record time of ten days. 


Last week, however, a secret cabal of Dixie- 


crats made plans to scuttle the Stennis bill. The 
public had no opportunity to know about the 
scuttling plans, however, because Rep. Robert 
Poage, the Texas Democrat who presides over 
the House Agriculture Committee, decreed that 
the bill be considered behind closed doors. 


Executive sessions are supposed to be re- 


served for problems which involve the security 
of the nation, such as military appropriations, 
espionage operations by Central Intelligence 
etc. Starvation by no stretch of the imagination 
could involve national security. It does, how- 
ever, involve embarrassment, especially to 
those who want to sabotage the feeding of hungry 
people. 
Nevertheless, Chairman Poage insisted that 


the discussion be secret, and scheduled another 
closed-door session yesterday. He even refused 
to permit a committee reporter to make a 
transcript of the meeting. This column, how- 
ever, can report some of the things which 
happened. 


Sen. Stennis made a sincere pitch for passage 


of his bill. 
"There is evidence that quite a number of 


impoverished people in various states are not 
participating in the food stamp program, either 
because they are unfamiliar with it or because 
they live in counties that are not signed up un. 
der the program," he said. 


"My own state of Mississippi has been singled 


out in the press, but the truth is that Missis, 
sippi has a high proportion of people being fed 
under the food stamp program. I'm getting 
tired of reading about alleged conditions in my 
state, but if there are people on the Delta, or 
anywhere else, who are going hungry, let's feed 
them. 


"The farther you get away from urban cen. 


ters, the more you are likely to find mal- 
nutrition. The evidence shows this clearly. My 
bill is quite simple. It doesn't set up any new 
federal agency. It is designed only to feed and 
bring 
medical 
aid to people who need it, 


wherever they are located." 


Stennis was vigorously supported by Rep. 


Thomas Foley, D-Wash., who also urged public 
hearings. 
"This committee has a responsibility to con- 


sider the matter in open session," Foley said. 
"If malnutrition isn't as serious as reports 
indicate, let's set the record straight on that, 
too. But let's do it in the open." 


Chairman Poage, however, appeared to be un. 


moved, either by Foley's request for open ses- 
sions or by Sen. Stennis's pitch for passage of 
his bill.

While the Greek military junta was locking up 


ex.Prime Minister KaneUopoulos for daring to 
criticize its takeover, an interesting Greek 
visitor arrived in New York and Washington, He 
is Constantine Thanos, secretary general for 
the Greek Ministry of Coordination, and his 
mission in the USA is to wangle a loan from the 
Export-Import Bank. If that fails, he plans to 
tap major New York or San Francisco banks. 


What the U.S. bankers who will talk to Thanos 


probably will not know is that he is now being 
investigated by Columbia University on a charge 
of plagiarizing his doctor's dissertation from a 
Canadian, John A. Galbraith. 


Simultaneously Thanos has been in trouble 


•with the University of Athens for doing the 
same thing. Thanos . produced a book for the 
university in remarkably shcrt time and later 
it was discovered that he had translated into 
Greek the unpublished testimony of Prof. Ben- 
jamin Beckhart of Columbia, on the subject of 
money and credit, given in Washington before 
the Committee on Economic Development. 


As a result, Thanos was fired as a teacher 


from Athens University. This action was taken 
after a strong report against him by Xenophon 
Zolotas, governor of the central bank of Greece 
and the man who is credited with being the 
savior of the drachma. 


Despite this background, the Greek military 


junta appointed Thanos to wangle money out of 
American bankers. The Export-Import Bank in 
Washington is an official arm of the U. s. 
government. If it lends money this will be an 
indication of administration support for the 
"government of the colonels." The New York 
Bankers are reported cool toward any loans 
to Greece; the Bank of America in San Francisco 
is reported receptive.

bellboys

blue uniforms with garnet pip- 
ing. The writing room off the 
lobby is complete with desks, 
pens and inkwells. A stone fire, 
place lifts the chill from 
the 


walls. The sitting room on the 
other side is bejeweled with 
crystal chandeliers, mirrpred 
•walls, 
and arching Louis XV 


chairs. 


The other building is now the 


French Ministry of Marine, full 
of offices and empty of ro- 
mance. Once, in the days of the 
Louis', it held the royal furni- 
ture. In the Crillon, however, 
the French signed a treaty in 
1778, recognizing the thirteen 
colonies of America as a na. 
tion. The fact that it was done 
more to spite England than to 
befriend the friendless is beside 
the point. 


There is a'room on the sec- 


ond floor front called The Ma. 
jor's Room. Only the older 
employees use this term. He 
was a stout plodding man of 
mundane habits, but he wore 
the uniform 
of the German 


Army. He was not welcome at 
the Crillon, but, in June, 1940, 
the 
Nazis marched 
if> the 


Champs Elysees with their ban. 
ners snapping and their hob. 
nailed boots striking sparks in 
the hearts of weeping French- 
men. 


The Major was a paymaster. 


He was assigned a room in the 
Crillon and he pored over his 
books meticulously and counter, 
signed checks for officers. His 
particular weakness wasthathe 
could feel no sense of victory 
sitting in Paris. Around the 
room he hung pictures of his 
wife and 
children. When he 


wasn't working, he stared at 
them with longing and wondered 
how long it would be before 
Adolf Hitler conquered all of 
Europe and sent him home. 


Each morning, he strode down 


the winding staircase to the 
lobby, nodding and smlliwrbe. 
hind his spectacles a«> 
muring "Guten morgen." No 
one responded. Sometimes, an 
employee of the hotel would 
nod curtly, but no one ever 
catered to the loneliness of the 
Major 
with conversation. In 


time, he learned lo say "Bon 
jour!", but even this concession 
to semantics brought nothing in 
return. 


Hitler came to Paris to stand 


triumphantly in Les Invalides, 
to stare down at the stone 
casket of Napoleon in triumph. 
It did not raise the spirits of 
the Major. Affectionate letters 
from his frau and kinder made 
him feel worse, not better. If 
the victor wept, he did it in his 
room. 


Sometimes, the years tick 


slowly and solemnly. But they 
tick. And, in 1944, the Major 
heard officially what everybody 
knew unofficially: Eisenhower 
was coming, and he was send- 
ing LeClerc's Second Armored 
Division in front to liberate 
Paris. The Germans hopped 
into staff cars and trucks and 
headed 
east. 
When orders 


reached the Major, he packed 
his pictures, his ledgers, his 
suitcases, and started the jtur. 
ney of the defeated. 


A few days later, an Ameri- 


can officer arrived. He was 
assigned to the Major's room. 
In it, on a desk, he saw a box 
of tood cigars. Under it was a 
note in German: "To myAmer. 
ican successor. I hope you are 
happier here than I was." 


In the back of the hotel is a 


coffee shop. Years ago, the 
cash register was on top at a 
showca.se of pastries. Behind 


it sat a plain, middle-aged 
Frenchwoman with a long nose. 
No one ever sav her smile. 
She accepted the checks and 
the francs brought to her by 
the waiters. Without looking 
up, she spiked the bills and 
rang up the change. 


One morning, she showed up 


with two black eyes. They were 
gorgeous things in four natural 
colors. 
The waiters 
said 


nothing. They handed her the 
checks and the money and,with. 
out a word, she depressed the 
keys of the register and made 
the proper change. 


An American looked at the 


black eyes and asked a waiter 
what had happened to the cash, 
ier. He shrugged. 


At last the visitor called the 


maitre d'hotel. "How did the 
cashier get those black eyes?" 
he asked. The maitre d' bent 
until his swallow tail coat parted 
at the back. "I do not know," 
he said softly. "No one knows. 
And no one will ask her, I as. 
sure you, because all of us like 
to think it is the result at a 
romantic encounter.",..

What has all this produced? 


Well, the earth-shattering total 
of 178 bills have passed both 
House and Senate and been sent 
to the Governor—of which num- 
ber 167 have gained gubema. 
torial approval, one has been 
vetoed and ten are on the Gov- 
ernor's desk awaiting action, 
today being the final day for gu- 
bernatorial action on these ten 
tomes. 


What is the status of this con. 


glomeration of more than 3000 
"general" bills introduced this 
year? 


Of the 1861 bills spotted in the 


House of Representatives, 340 
have been passed by the House 
and sent to the Senate, of which 
number 106 have gained Senate 
approval. On the Senate side, 
of 1187 bills introduced in that 
chamber, 266 have been ap. 
proved by the Senate and sent 
to the House where 143 of these 
Senate tomes have gained House 
clearance. 


As for actual legislative days, 


that is, days in which the Leg. 
islature has been in session— 
the total is less than 80 for both 
House and Senate. 


LEGISLATIVE SCOREBOAED 


No. 2»How has the executive 
branch, the Shafer Administra- 
tion, fared on the "pet" legis- 
lation front during the current 
session? 


This is interesting too. The 


Shafer Administration, by Its 
own classification, has set up 
roughly 45 bills (subjects) Which 
are classified as "major ad- 
ministration bills". 
Of this 


number, 14 (in nine months) 
have emerged in the victory 
column. 
However, of the 14, 


one was the constitutional con. 
vention issue and eight were 
constitutional amendments. 


Aside from these, exactly five 


major administration bills dur. 
ing the year have managed to 
gain full legislative approval 
and the ultimate signature of 
the Governor. 


Of the more than two-score 


subjects in this "major admin- 
istration" category incidental, 
ly, legislation hasn't even been 
introduced as yet on one sub- 
ject.

Lonborg hurled perfect ball 


for 6 1-3 innings, retiring 19 bat. 
ters in order before Curt Flood 
walked on a 3.2 count with one 
out in the seventh. 


Then Julian Javiet, a .281 hit- 


ter during the regular season, 
broke up Lonborg's bid by hit. 
ting a sinking liner into the left 
field corner for a double with 
two out in the eighth. 


"I 
didn't care about the 


walk," Lonborg said, "Pm not 
after any perfect game—yet, 
The no-hitter is what I wanted. 
Javiet hit a hanging slider. As 
soon as I threw it, I wanted it 
back. It was the only bad pitch, 
er I made all day," 
Lonborg, a well-spoken gen. 


tleman with a degree from Stan, 
ford University,wentdirectlyto 
slugger Carl Yastrzemski as he 
entered the crowded clubhouse 
after squaring the World Series 
at a game apiece. 


"This guy is just fabulous," 


Lonborg said in praising Yas- • 
trzemski, who drove in four 
runs with a pair of homers. 
"He's the greatest hitter tfve 
ever seen." 


Lonborg said he had "a good 


slider and my fast ball moved 
well." 


"We mixed up the pitches 


pretty much," he said, "I had 
good stuff, but I wasn't trying to 
strike out anyone. I just wanted 
to throw strikes and make them 
hit the ball. And that infield was 
too much.

ter—before the game. 


"I joked about it with a few of 


the players," he said. "And 
Darrell Brandon gave me this— 
a paper horseshoe. I was aware 
of the no-hitter all the way. 


"It was mostly silence in the 


dugout. Nobody wanted to talk 
about it—except me. I think I 
tal!-ed about it every inning, 
but I didn't get much response. 
I just wanted to stay loose. I 
don't believe in such jinxes, 
anyway."

and wound up with a one-hitter 
and Carl Yastrzemski slammed 
two electrifying homers yester- 
day to even the World Series 
with a n-0 Boston victory over 
St. Louis in the rain-spattered 
second game. 


A 
tense 
crowd of 35,188 


thrilled to Lonborg's brilliant 
pitching that awoie memories 
of Don Larsen's perfect game 
for the New York Yankees in 
the 1956 series. 


Not a man reached base and 


19 Cardinals had been retired in 
order until Curt Flood finally 
walked on a 3-2 pitch with one 
out in the seventh. 


The no-hitter still was alive 


into the eighth when a light 
shower and sudden dark clouds 
forced the lights to be turned 
on. By this time, the game had 
been locked up by Yastrzem- 
ski's second homer, a three-run 
430-foot blast into the bleachers 
for a 5-0 lead. 


Lonborg, ever aware of the 


no-hit possibilities, was work- 
ing with a blister on his right 
thumb, bothering his breaking 
ball and curve. 


A rousing cheer arose when 


Tim McCarver grounded out to 
second base. The noise mounted 
when Rico Petrocelli, a demon 
in the field all day, tossed out 
Mike Shannon. 


The air went out of the no-hit 


boom 
when 
Julian 
Javier 


slashed a double into the left 
field corner. But Lonborg never 
missed a stride. He blew down 
pinch hitter Bob Tolan to com- 
plete the eighth and knocked off 
the Redbirds, one-two-three in 
the ninth. 


This handsome, 24-year-old, 


razor-cut Stanford grad thus 
matched the three previous one 
hitters thrown in Series com. 
petition, Ed Reulbach had one 
for the Chicago Cubs in 1906, 
and Claude Passeau for the 
Cubs in 1945. But Floyd Bevens, 
of the Yanks had lost his one- 
hitter in 1947 when Cookie Lav- 
agetto doubled off the right field 
wall for a 3.2 Brooklyn victory 
with two out in the ninth. 


Yastrzemski skipped batting 


practice and took a 45-minute 
nap in the clubhouse after hit- 
ting for 20 minutes in a special 
drill after Wednesday's game in 
which he went hitless. It paid 
off with two homers and a sin- 
gle and four runs batted in.

BOSTON (AP) — Most of the

"He was throwing them right 


in there," Manager RedSchoen- 
dienst said after Lonborg and 
the Red Sox beat St. Louis 5-0 in 
yesterday's second game of the 
World Series. 


There was more talk in the 


Cardinal dressing room about 
Carl Yastrzemski, the Ameri- 
can League's leading hitter who 
went without a hit Wednesday 
but cracked two homers yester. 
day. 


"I got the pitch almost where 


I wanted it," 
Hughes said in 


discussing the first Yastrzem- 
ski homer, a blast into the right, 
field corner. "It was a fast 
ball." 


"His 
(Yastrzemsld's) body 


moves toward their dugout on 
the first base side," Hughes 
said. "His style is similar to 
(St. Louis catcher) Tim McCar. 
ver's." 


Joe Hoerner, normally the 


Cardinals' most effective left- 
handed reliever, gave up the 
second Yastrzemski homer, a 
three-run blast, just after he 
replaced 
Ron Willis on the

"I threw a fast ball up high," 


Hoerner said. "I got two strikes 
on him high and inside, but I 
didn't quite get the one he hit 
where I wanted. . . And boy, did 
he hit it." 


Julian Javier, the brilliant- 


fielding St. Louis second base- 
man,-spoiled Lonborg's bid for 
a no-hitter with a sharp double 
to the left-field corner in the 
eighth inning. 


"I hit a good pitch," Javier 


said. "He threw me some good 
pitches all day." He added that 
he felt the ball was in there 
when it left the bat. 


Schoendienst said there was 


little discussion on the Cardinal 
bench about Lonborg pitching a 
no-hitter. "We were more con- 
cerned 
about 
winning 
the 


game," Schoendienst continued, 
"But, of course, you've got to 
get some hits to win." 


Mike Shannon, the St. Louis 


third baseman, said, "Lonborg 
pitched a heckuva game out 
there." 


But Curt Flood, the St. Louis 


centerfielder who walked in the 
seventh to eliminate the possi- 
bility of a perfect game by 
Lonburg, said it was hard to 
follow the ball at the plate. 


Flood said the pitch he took 


for the fourth ball in the seventh 
inning "was off the plate just by 
inches." 


"All those people out in the 


center field bleachers make it 
hard to follow the pitch," Flood 
said. He said he felt Lonborg 
would be easier to hit in a larg- 
er park witn a solid background 
in center field. 


Schoendienst said that Yas- 


trzemski 
"swings hard and 


makes good contact with the 
ball." He said he expected Yas- 
trzemski to bounce bad- from 
Wednesday's hitless perform- 
ance, "A good hitter usually 
bounccb back quickly from an 
off day," the Cardinal manager 
explained.

outside pitch on 3-2. It was the 
73rd pitch of the 95 he threw 
through sunlight and rain. 


Time after time the Red Sox 


infield had given him a helping 
hand. Jerry Adair at second 
base made a marvelous play on 
a ball hit by Lou Brock in the 
fourth with a back-handed stop 
and perfect throw.

Flood's shot for an instant in the 
same fourth inning and then 
gunned him down. It was Petro- 
celli, the dandy little shortstop,

were'unfriendly.'" 


"ff the district chief said a 


village was a Viet Cong village, 
It might be wiped off the earth/' 
Meacham said. 


Meacham also charged "rig.

he would make a good vice pres- 
idential running mate for Percy.

Shafer Signs Scholarship

HARRBBURG (AP) — The 


$34.7 million scholarship bill 
was signed into law yesterday by 
Gov. Shafer, who used the oc- 
casion to renew his fiscal feud 
with Democrats in the General 
Assembly. 


Shafer blamed the Democrats 


for delaying enactment of the 
bill, which was approved by the 
legislature only after passage of 
an increase in the corporate net 
income tax to finance it. 


"The major responsibility for 


this delay rests squarely on the 
shoulders of Democratic mem- 
bers and Senate, whose leaders 
adopted a party policy of oppos- 
ing the new revenues this state 
must have to provide such vital 
programs," Shafer said in a 
statement. 


The statement was distributed 


to newsmen. The governor did 
not read it during bill signing 
ceremonies, as is his usual 
practice. 


The scholarship bill provides 


the money for $31,5 million in 
outright grants to nearly 45,000 
students. The 
grants were 


awarded earlier in the year by 
the Pennsylvania Higher Educa- 
tion Assistance Agency after it 
received assurances from the 
legislature that -the money was 
forthcoming.

Nursing Home Team 
Testifies in D. C. 


The American Nursing Home 


Association sent a three-man 
team to testify before the Senate 
Finance Committee Sept. 22 as 
the committee wound up its 
hearings 
on HR 12080, the 


House-passed version of the 
Social Security amendments of 
1967. 


Heading the team was Presi. 


dent Ed Walker and the two chief 
spokesmen for the association, 
David R. Mosher, Region m 
vice president and the Rev. 
August Hoeger, executive di- 
rector of the Evangelical Luth. 
eran Good Samaritan Society, 
which operates 120 non-profit 
nursing homes, homes for the 
aged and hospitals, principally 
throughout the Midwest 
and 


West. 


Mosher told the committee 


that nursing homes are saving 
taxpayers tens of millions of 
dollars. He noted that every day 
a patient spends in a nursing 
home instead of a hospital rep. 
resents dramatic savings to the 
taxpayer since nursing home 
costs are only one-third to one- 
half of hospital costs. 


Mosher also scored as un- 


realistic, advance Social Se- 
curity 
Act estimates of $25 


million to $50 million for the 
cost of the ECF program under 
Medicare in the first year. He 
said that utilizing SSA's own 
estimates of admissions and 
lengths of stay (which were 
too conservative), the cost of 
the program would have been 
at least $150 million. Both the 
length of stay and the number 
of admission estimates have 
proved to be too low, he pointed 
out. 


Throughout its testimony, the 


Association 
emphasized the 


growing role of the nursing 
home in institutional health care 
and said that in the future this 
role would increase not only 
for Medicare 
and Medicaid 


beneficiaries but "for patients 
of all ages, who after surgery 
or serious illness, need nursing 
care

valescence without all the other 
costly services and facilities 
that a hospital must maintain.

Wilkinson, was left out of the 


will, but following the death of 
the 
wealthy oil man, Judge 


G«orge s. Criswell, ruled that 
half the income from the estate 
go to the daughter. 


Mrs, Wilkinson died July 4, 


1964 and soon thereafter steps 
were taken to permit the Justus 
money to be used for purposes 
other than the establishment of 
an orphanage.

MILAN, Italy (AP) — Justice 


Michael A. Musmanno of the 
Pennsylvania Supreme Court 
testified yesterday the sentence 
and execution of Nicola Sacco 
and 
Bartolomeo 
Vanzetti 


stemmed from "grotesque cir- 
cumstances..' 


Musmanno was called in a 


defamation suit brought by Vin- 
cenzina Vanzetti, sister of Bar- 
tolomeo, and Ermete Sacco, 
nephew of Nicola, They say 
German writer Jurgen Thor- 
wald slandered their executed 
relatives in his book "Science 
Against Crime." 


They singled out the phrase 


from the book: "The fact that 
both pleaded not guilty might 
have depended on their mental* 
Ity 
of fanatic anarchists to 


whom the aggression for rob- 
bery to the profit of the move- 


ment would not have been a 
crime." 


Sacco 
and 
Vanzetti 
were 


charged with holding up and 
killing two men in South Brain- 
tree, Mass., April 15, 1920. 
They were executed in 1927. 


Counsel for the German writ- 


er contended it was not possible 
to reconstruct the case through 
the testimony of Musmanno, 
who had played an active role 
in the defense. 


"We cannot redo the Sacco 


and Vanzetti trial here," said 
lawyer Giovanni Bovio. 


The prosecution joined the 


complainants' attorneys In ask- 
ing the court to hear Musman- 
no. 


Musmanno, born of Italian 


parents, speaks ftalian well. But 
he was assisted by an Interpret- 
er for Judicial language. 


"Sacco and Vanzetti were ar« 


rested out of sheer accident and 
grotesque 
circumstances," 


Musmanno told the court. 


He recalled that, after the 


killings, there were no clues to 
the identity of the robbers. 


Referring toThorwald'sbook, 


Musmanno maintained Thor- 
wald "did not write with that 
precision which one generally 
attributes to men dedicated to 
science. His discussions carry 
many expressions which are not 
only not scientific but which ac- 
tually appeal to imagination, 
fantasy and conjuration," 


Musmanno's testimony lasted 


two hours. In a recapitulation of 
the case he said: "Sacco and 
Vanzetti became the targets of 
a corporate animosity wholly 
apart from the blame for al. 
leged participation in a robbery 
murder.

WAILING AMBULANCES 


We live close to a medical center. The most bother- 


some annojance is the frequent wailing of ambulances 
blasting their way through traffic. 
Several of these 


con\ejances have new sirens that make the loudest 
shrieking noise %et invented. The drivers apparently 
enjo> getting e\er\one out of their way, but I pitj the sick 
or djing passengers being rushed to the hospital. 


I ma> be prejudiced, having voiced my objections re- 


peated!} to the use of sirens. The drivers of these ve- 
hicles assume that everyone hears the racket and is go- 
ing to stop or pull over to the curb. Outside noises, 
however, are difficult to hear when car windows are 
closed and the radio or air conditioner is turned on. This 
explains why ambulances have crashed into moving cars, 
buses, and trucks at intersections and on the wrong side of 
the street. Ambulances have even collided with each 
other. 


Many people seem to think that every accident or 


heart attack is an emergency, and that sustaining life 
depends upon split.second medical decisions and care. 
There are onl> a few real emergencies, such as con- 
trolmg a massive hemorrhage, opening up an obstructed 
windpipe, or restarting a Heartbeat. 


When We hinges on two or three minutes, it is doubtful 


whether an ambulance can get the person to the hospital 
m time. Furthermore, we assume that the hospital has 
been alerted and physicians are waiting at the emergency 
room door. 


It is questionable whether a person who dies on reach- 


ing the no&pitai would have lived naa he arrived three 
minutes earlier. A Flint, Mich., physician reported that 
among 2,500 consecutive ambulance runs me outcome 
was no different when the driver averaged more than "*0 
miles in the city than it was when he traveled at a slow, 
er rate.

Time For Communication on Home Front 


SAN ANTONIO, TEX. — One 


of the persistent paradoxes 
around the White House these 
days is that the men who think 
the President has not been com. 
municating well with the Amer. 
lean people have been urging 
him tocommunlcaternore.How. 
ever, when he finally — and 
often reluctantly — does, he 
invariably 
stimulates a dis. 


cussion that raises as many 
questions as he tried to answer. 


That has now happened with 


the subject of Vietnam, which 
Johnson addressed at length 
last weekend for the first time 
in many months. 


He did it, the President said, 


"to explain to all the people 
some of the things that I felt 
had not gotten through to them." 


North Vietnam, he insisted, 


though it questioned the perse. 
Terence of the American people, 
thoroughly understood his po- 
sition and terms. But many 
"sincere and patriotic" Amer- 
icans, he acknowledged, though 
they must recognize his de- 
termination, 
harbor 
doubts 


about the value of the war and 
raise difficult questions about 
how it should be conducted. 


Why the enemy should under- 


stand what many of his own 
people do not, the President did 
not say. One answer seems to 
lie in what he could not say 
without greatly embarrassing 
the leaders of the Soviet Union, 
namely that they have grasped 
the situation, tried to prod Han. 
Di into a gesture that would pro. 
luce negotiations, and felled. 


A second explanation, which 


Johnson could not offer without 
embarrassing his own adminis- 
tration, seems to be that Mos. 
cow and Hanoi and other Com- 
munist capitals have learned 
from experience to take the 
President at his word while a 
sizable number of Americans 
complain that they cannot, or 
simply will not. 


Was there any response to his 


Vietnam speech from Southeast 
Asia, the President was asked. 
No, he said, after seme probing 
of the questioner's intent, "But 
if some rancher from Australia 
had wired me congratulations,! 
wouldn't want to be caught in a 
credibility gap by saying I hadn't 
heard from that part of the 
world." 


A thousand explanations have 


been offered for the apparent 
mistrust of the President and 
he is clearly sensitive to the 
problem. To those who work 
with him at close range, one of 
the main reasons for this mis. 
trust is usually overlooked. 


As he demonstrated again in 


the Vietnam speech, Johnson 
simply does not like to step 
down in public from the role of 
President of all the people to 
the role of contender against 
some of the people. He thus 
smothers in assertions of na- 
tional unity his side of a par. 
ticularly heated policy argu. 
ment, even when he has com. 
plete confidence in his view. 


Johnson did not take on the 


members of Congress whohave 
accused him of misusing and 
perverting their three.year-old 
sanction of the use of force 


in Southeast Asia, contained 
in their "Gulf of Tonkin reso- 
lution." He merely requoted 
their resolution without recall. 
ing the different circumstances 
of the time, apparently because 
he did not wish to emphasize 
his basic view that the re. 
sponsibility for decision be- 
longs primarily to the Presi- 
dent and not really to the legis- 
lators. 


The President did not rebut 


the many appeals that he adopt 
aii enclave strategy, though the 
battering the Marines have been 
taking for several weeks at 
Con Thien has dramatized his 
worst fears of what would hap. 
pen to such enclaves. 


He did not argue the case 


against another unilateral ces. 
sation in the bombing of North 
Vietnam, although again Con 
Thien could demonstrate the 
military need for bombing the 
enemy's otherwise inaccessible, 
artillery 
across 
the 
de- 


militarised zone in North Viet- 
nam. 


And he did not argue the case 


against 
bombing some 
ad. 


ditional targets, as the military 
leaders want. For the moment, 
the President does not wish to 
risk hitting more civilian tar- 
gets 
or 
foreign shipping in 


North Vietnam's ports. 


But he may yet wish to pause 


again or to bomb harder and so 
he asserted the present, in. 
between tactics without debating 
any of the critics. 


Johnson described "steady" 


progress in the war by citing 
gains in the number of South 


Vietnamese brought into "se- 
cure" areas. But the essential 
factor, by his own account, 
was North Vietnam's will to 
fight on, and here he could 
have ottered only his own pri- 
vate speculations. But did not. 


Instead, he related his policy 


to that of presidents Eisenhow. 
er and Kennedy. He argued that 
beyond the interests of South 
Vietnam and other Asian na. 
tions he was acting really out 
of concern for the security of 
the United States. To yield to 
Communists in Vietnam would 
probably mean yielding much 
more 
throughout 
Southeast 


Asia, he said, and would prob- 
ably — though not certainly— 
bring the world nearer to World 
War m. 


Success, he asserted, de- 


pended upon his ability to per. 
suade North Vietnam that the 
U. S. would not grow weary. 
Crucial to that thesis, but-again 
unspoken because it would have 
sounded crudely self-serving, is 
his ability to avoid repudiation 
at the polls next year. 


Johnson is said to be con. 


vinced that Hanoi will not be 
budged 
until the American 


people have demonstrated their 
basic support for the war at the 
next election. Fundamentally, 
therefore, his speech here last 
Friday, and much else that will 
come, reflects the realization at 
the White House that the lines 
of communication on the home 
front are now the most import, 
ant ones of the war.
